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IN  the  mean  time,  pen.  Gage  thought 
it  necelfary  for  the  fat'ety  of  the 
troops,  as  well  as  to  fecure  the  impor¬ 
tant  port  and  town  of  Bofton,  to  fortify 
tlie  neck  of  land,  which  afforded  the  on- 
Ir  communication,  except  by  water,  be- 
t'veen  that  town  and  the  continent. 

meafure,  however  neccOary,  could 
not  but  increafe  the  jcaloufy,  fufpicion, 
and  ill- blood,  which  were  already  fo 
prevalent ;  but  was  foon  fuccccded  by 
another,  that  ftill  excited  a  greater  a- 
1  arm.  'I'lic  fcafon  of  the  year  was  now 
arrived  for  the  annual  mnfter  of  the  mi- 
hiia;  and  the  general,  having  probably 
lomc  fufpicion  of  their  conduct  when 
alfeinhUtl,  or,  as  they  prttended,  being 
urged  thereunto  by  thofe  ferret  advifers 
anti  talc-licarcrf,  to  whofc  intidious 
arts,  and  falfc  information,  for  a  long 
time  pad,  as  well  as  the  prefent,  the  A- 
myricans  attributed  all  their  own  cala¬ 
mities,  and  the  troubles  that  had  arifen 
bt.t\vt“en  l><»th  countries;  however  it 
Was,  he  feized  upon  the  ammunition  and 
dorcs  which  were  lodged  in  the  provin-

cial  arfenal  at  Cambridge,  and  had  them 
brought  to  Dofton.  lid  <'dfo>  at  the 
fame  time,  feized  upon  the  pow'dcr 
which  w'as  lodged  in  the  magazines  at 
Charles- town,  and  fomc  other  places, 
l>eing  paitly  private  property,  and  partly 
provincial:  ^  ; 

This  excited  the  mqft  violent  and  uni- 
verfal  ferment  that  had  yet  been  known. 
The  people  aifemblcd  to  the  amount  of 
feveral  thoufands,  and  it  was  with  the 
greateft  difficulty,  that  fomc  of  the 
more  moderate  and  leading  gentlemen 
of  the  country  were  able  to  reftrain 
them  from  marching  diredtiy  to  Hoff  on, 
there  to  demand  a  delivery  of  the  pow¬ 
der  and  (lores,  and  in  cafe  of  refufal  to 
attack  the  troops.  A  falfe  report  ha¬ 
ving  been  intentionally  fpread  almut  the 
fame  time,  and  extended  to  Conneitti- 
ent,  in  oriler  probably  to  try  the  tem¬ 
per  of  that  province,  that  the  fliips  and 
troops  had  attacked  the  town  of  Bof- 
ton,  and  were  then  firing  upon  it  when 
the  pretended  bearers  of  the  news  had 
come  away  ;  feveral  thoufands  of  thofe 
people  immediately  affcmblffl  in  arms' 
and  marched,  with  great  expedition,  .1 
confidertblc  ‘diAaoce,  to  the  relief,  aa

wtdeh  thould  he  recommended  by  the 
ci'ntincntal  conprefs.  'i'hey  recommen¬ 
ded  to  the  people  to  pcrfeiil  ihenifelvci 
in  the  art  of  w’ar,  and  for  that  purpofe, 
that  the  militia  Ihoiild  appear  nndef 
arms  once  every  week.  That  as  it  had 
luen  leported,  tluat  fcveral  gentlemen 
who  h.id  rendered  tliemfelves  confpicu- 
ouR  hy  contending  for  the  violated 
rights  of  their  country,  were  to  be  ap- 
pn  bended,  in  cafe  lb  audacious  a  mea- 
fine  Ihould  be  canied  into  execution, 
tliey  ri commend,  that  all  the  officers  of 
fo  tyrannical  a  government  ffiould  be 
feized,  and  kept  in  fafe  cuftody,  until 
the  former  were  reffored  to  their  friends 
arid  f.’.milies.

wl.ieli,  tiuy  lay,  they  have  been  encou- 
nped  by  I'on.e  of  the  officers  ;  and  con¬ 
clude,  by  du'el.ti  nig,  that  nothing  lefs 
tli.Hi  a  removal  or  redrefs  of  thole  grie- 
v.inee>,  can  pl.iee  the  inhabitants  of  the 
county  in  tluit  fitiiation  of  peace  and 
traiKpiillity,  which  every  free  fuhje<ff 
iuipht  to  enjoy.  In  this  addrefs  they 
I'tlally  dil'e'aiintd  every  wirti  and  idta 
c*'  iiulepcndency,  and  attributed  all  the 
f'lifcnt  trouble'^  to  niifinfonnation  at 
lu'mc,  and.  the  rinllfer  defigns  of  particu- 
I  U  pci  Iniv;. 

'!'»»  this  .uld.rcfs  gen.  fbige  anfwered, 
t!  .11  I'.e  had  no  intention  to  prevent  the 
«  rci's  atul  regrefs  of  any  perfon  to  and 
l.‘o;n  tlie  town  of  Rofton ;  tliat  he  would 
1  .:Vi  r  none  under  his  command  to  injure 
i!i<  perfon  or  property  of  any  of  his 
•....I’elly’s  fubjcvts  ;  hut  that  it  was  his 
d.'ity  to  prefei  ve  the  peace,  and  to  pre- 
'ciit  rurpri/e;  and  that  no  uic  would  be 
made  ot  the  cannon,  tinlefs  their  hoftile 
proceedings  Ihonid  rend.er  it  nec.'’nary. 

Hetore  public  allairs  had  anivcil  at 
tl.cir  jnefent  alarming  ftate,  the  gover¬ 
nor,  by  the  ad.viec  of  tlie  new  council, 
ha.l  ilincd  w  ri»s  f*)r  the  hoid.irig  of  a  ge- 
n*  '  .'i  a:lV:nbly,  which  war.  to  meet  in  tlie 
lu’c.r.ring  c.f  Cl ^lilobrr  ;  but  the  events 
th.u  aitcrwaols  to.)k  place, and  the  heat 
a’..!  violence  which  evtry  where  prevail¬ 
ed.,  togithcr  w’iih  the  refignation  of  fo 
puat  .r  number  of  the  new  mandamus 
c  ninlV!h>r<,  as  deprived  the  fmall  rc- 
ni  tinder  of  all  efficacy,  made  him  think 
it  rxpedient  to  countermand  the  writs 
hy  a  proclamition,  and  to  defer  the 
hoUbng  ol  the  aircinhly  to  a  fitter  feafon. 
'The  h  g.ditv  of  the  proclanr,.a^;on  was 
howeve*^  called  in  queftion,  and  ihe  elec¬ 
tions  every  where  took  place  without 
regard  to  it.  The  new  members  aecor- 
(I  ngly  rr.(  t  at  Salem,  purfnairt  to  the 
pnicpts;  hut  having  waited  a  day, 
'’  ’’hfuit  the  governor,  or  any  rnhfiitnte 
tor  him  attending,  to  adnrinrfter  the 
•-nil**,  and  open  the  fcffiion,  they  voted 
* ‘'f  mklNfs  in*(>  .1  provincial  congrefti,  t<* 
be  ;o’n(  d  hy  fiu'li  <ith»  rs  as  had  fK'en,  or 
Ihonld  b<*  ( it  i^rd  for  that  pnrpofe  ;  af- 
t'"  whi*  h,  Mr  Hancock,  ft)  obnoKioiis to 
li.c  gv)vc:nor*s  party,  was  choftn  chair- 
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man,  and  they  adjourne<l  to  the  town  of 
Concord,  about  lo  miles  from  Bdfion. 

Among  their  carlitft  proceedings 
[Oct.  ii.J,  they  appointed  a  commit¬ 
tee  to  wait  upon  the  governor  with  a  rc- 
monftrance,  in  which  they  a}>nh»gi7cd 
for  their  prefent  meeting,  by  rrprrfrnt- 
ing,  that  the  difirelled  and  mifcrabic 
ftate  of  the  colony  had  remlered  it  in- 
-difpenlibly  neceflaiy  to  colIcCt  the  wif- 
dom  of  the  province  hy  their  deleg.itcs 
in  th.at  congrefs;  thereby  to  concert 
fome  adL‘quate  remedy  to  prevent  ini- 
pendiiig  ruin,  and  to  provide  for  tHc 
public  lafety.  They  then  exprefs  the 
grievous  apprehenfions  of  the  people 
from  tiie  meafures  now  purfuing.  They 
albeit,  that  even  the  rigour  of  the  Hofton 
port  bill  is  exceeded  by  the  manner  hi 
which  it  is  carried  into  execution.  They 
complain  of  the  late  laws,  calculated  not 
only  to  abridge  the  people  of  their  rights, 
but  to  licence  murders;  of  the  number 
of  troops  in  the  capital,  w  hich  were  dai¬ 
ly  increaling  hy  new  aeeeilioirs  drawn 
ftom  every  part  of  the  continent  ;  toge¬ 
ther  w’ith  the  formidable  and  hoftilc  pre¬ 
parations  on  Bofton  Neck  ;  all  tending 
to  endanger  the  lives,  liberties,  and  pro¬ 
perties,  not  only  of  the  people  of  Bofton, 
but  of  the  province  in  general.  They 
conclude  by  adjuring  the  general,  as  he 
regards  his  majefty's  honour  and  inte- 
reft,  the  dignity  and  hapninefr.  of  the 
em[»iie,  .ind  the  peace  and  wclfaic  of 
the  province,  to  delill  immediately  from 
the  coiiftrudioii  of  the  fortrefs  at  ♦he 
entrance  into  Bofton,  and  to  reftorethat 
pafr.  tf)  its  natural  ftate. 

'I'he  general  was  involved  in  fome 
difliculty  in  giving  them  an  anfwcr,  «s 
he  couhi  not  ackriow  ledge  the  legality  of 
their  allVmbling.  'Phe  ncceffity  of  the 
times  however  prevail* <1.  lie  expreftb«l 
gieat  iiulignation  that  an  idea  ihonld  be 
formed,  that  the  liver.,  liberties,  or  pro¬ 
perly  of  any  pt  opie, «  xeept  avbw'cd  enr* 
inies,  ihould  he  in  dangt  r  from  Engh’lh 
troops.  r>ritain,  he  f.iid,  could  ni\cr 
harbour  the  black  delign  of  wantonly 
deftroying  or  erdlaving  any  |^f•ople  :  and 
notwithflai.^ong  the  enmity  thewn  to  the 
troop',  by  with  heldirg  frrun  tfieni  al- 
moft  every  nec*  llarv  for  their  pret^rva - 
tion,  tleyh.Hl  i»<  t  yet  dffe»)vered  th*:  " 
refeiitnieiit  which  miv'ht  jnftiv  be  ex¬ 
pected  to  arife  from  foch  hoftiletieal- 
nuMit.  He  reminded  the  conpeb,4hat 
while  they  complain  of  .ilter.ilions  made 
in  their  charter  by  of  pailiametit. 
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they  .ire  thcrr.fclves,  by  their  prefent  af- 
KM. blinds  lubvcrling  that  charter,  and 
now  acting  in  direct  violation  of  their 
cwii  conflitution  ;  he  therefore  warned 
tiie:n  of  the*  rocks  tliey  were  upon,  and 
tt>  defifl  from  fueh  illegal  and  unconfti- 
tutional  proceedings. 

!ty  this  time  Ihiflon  was  become  a 
place  c>f  refuge  to  all  ihofe  friends  of  the 
new  govirnment  who  thought  it  necef- 
1.11  y  tt)  pel  fevere  in  avowing  their  fenti- 
incnts.  'J'lie  commilhoners  of  the  cuf- 
loms,  uiih  all  their  ofheers,  had  alfo 
thought  it  necefl'ary,  towards  the  con- 
clufuHi  of  the  preceding  monlti,  to  a- 
li.iiuh)!!  their  head-ipiarters  at  Salem, 
and  to  remove  the  apparatus  of  a  ciif- 
tum-houfe  to  a  place*  which  an  aCl  of 
puliament  had  proferibeU  from  all  trade. 
'I'hns  the  ntw  acts  of  parliament  on  one 
an.l  li»c  i  cfiltance  of  the  people  on 
the  othtr,  cijually  joined  to  annihilate 
all  appearance  of  government,  legitla- 
t.on,  iuilicial  proceedings,  and  commer- 
eial  regulatiop.r. 

I'PtUi  I  he  approach  of  winter,  the  gc- 
neial  h.nl  ordered  temporary  barraeks to 
be  cretted  for  t!ie  troops,  p.arlly,  per¬ 
haps,  Itn  f.ifefy,  anti  partly  to  prevent 
the  dilordersand  mifehiefs,  which,  in  th.e 
pi  dent  Hate  aiul  temper  of  both,  mlili 
be  the  unavoiihiMe  eonfeipK nces  of 
tlie'r  being  (pa.utcred  upon  the  inhabi¬ 
tants.

They ‘were  in 
the  hands  of  an  armed  force  whom  they 
abhored,  and  who  equally*  detelled 
them.  The  foldiers,  on  the  other  hand, 
conlidered  themfelves  in  the  inidft  of 
enemies,  and  were  equally  apprehenfive 
of  danger  from  within  and  without, 
tach  lide  profelled  the  beft  intentions  in 
the  world  for  itfelf,  and  Ihewtd  the 
greatell  fufpicion  of  the  other.  In  this 
fiate  of  doubt  and  profeflion,  things 
were  rendered  ftill  wot  fe,  by  a  mealure, 
which  did  not  feem  of  fiilfieient  impor¬ 
tance  in  its  confc^uences  to  juftify  its 
being  hazarded  at  fo  critical  a  feafon. 
This  was  the  landing  of  a  detachment  of 
failors  by  night  from  the  Ihips  of  war  in 
the  harbour,  who  fpiked  up  all  the  can¬ 
non  upon  one  of  the  principal  batteries 
belonging  to  the  town. 

In  the  mean  time  the  provincial  con- 
grefs,  notu'ithilanding  the  cautions  gi¬ 
ven,  and  dangers  held  out  by  the  gover¬ 
nor,  tu*t  only  continued  their  afl'embly, 
blit  their  refolutious  having  acquired, 
from  the  difpofilion  and  promptitude  of 
the  people,  all  the  weight  and  efficacy  of 
law.s’,  they  leemed  to  have  founded  in 
effect  fomethinglikc  a  new  and  indepen¬ 
dent  goveinment.  Under  the  ftilc  of 
iccommcndatien  and  advice,  they  fet¬ 
tled  the  militia;  they  regulated  the  pub¬ 
lic  treafures ;  and  tliey  provided  arms. 
They  appointed  a  day  of  public  thankf- 
civing,  on  which,  among  other  enu¬ 
merated  bb  flings,  a  particular  acknow¬ 
ledgement  was  to  be,  made  to  the  Al¬ 
mighty,  lor  the  union  which  fo  remark- 
al)1y  pVevalh  d  in  all  the  colonies. 

'f'h.cfeaiuUimilar  ineafures  [^Nov.  xo.Jf 
induced  gen.  Clagc  to  ilfne  a  proclama¬ 
tion,  in  which,  tlmugh  the  dirett  terms 
are  avoided,  they  are  char^id  with  pro¬ 
ceedings,  which  arc  generally  und^- 
iii>od  as  nearly  tantamount  to  trealon 
and  rebellion.  The  ir.h.ibitants  of  tl)« 
rro\iiH  e  were  accordingly,  in  the  king  • 
name,piohibited  from  complying,  many 
degree,  with  the  reqiiilitions,  [^coi^ 
r.Kudations,  directions,  or  rcfolvc*  oi 
t!i:.t  unlawful  aifembly.

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very  frequently  the  jourrteymeni  who 
have  been  paid  for  inftruding  themi 
keep  them  back  in  their  learning,  that 
they  may  not  lelfen  their  own  impor¬ 
tance.  Thcfe,  and  a  thowfand  other  in- 
eonveniencies,  are  unavoidable  in  the 
(iiablilhment  of  new  branches ;  and 
therefore,  without  the  hearty  good-will 
of  his  fellow-citizens,  the  manufacturer 
will  in  vain  hope  to  benefit  himfclf,  or 
do  credit  to  his  country.  It  has  cer¬ 
tainly  contributed  much  to  the  perfec¬ 
tion  of  the  Englifii  manufadliires,  that 
they  are  what  we  may  call  Itationary: 
Dirtcrent  counties  have  their  different 
manufactures,  and  each  vigoronfly  pro- 
fcciites  its  own  ;  and  when,  in  the 
1  line  county,  different  manufactures  are 
curied  on,  as  in  Yorkfliirc  or  others, 
tlicy  arc  very  rarely  mixe<!  in  the  fame 
town  or  diftriCt.  Sheffield  is  as  much 
dirtinguilhed  for  its  hard- ware  as  Leeds 
•md  Halifax  are  for  their  woolen-manu- 
fiCtures.  Thus  the  capital  manufacture 
becomes  the  great  and  leading  objeCt, 
while  others,  occafionally  carried  on  in 
the  county  or  diftriCt,  are  looked  upon 
but  as  bye-jobs,  in  which  the  credit  of 
the  public  is  not  concerned.  1  am  fur¬ 
ry  to  ohferve,  that  in  moft  parts  of  Scot- 

l. iml  this  obvious  advantage  has  been 
too  little  attended  to. 

Another  thing  which  has  contributed 
much  to  the  enlargement  of  their  trade 
is  their  dealing  upon  moderate  profits, 
rightly  judging  that  five  prr  cent,  upon 
t  n  thoufand  p  *iinds  is  better  than  ten 
per  cent,  upon  four  thoufand  pounds. 
I  he  lower  their  goods  come  to  foreign 

m. trkcts,  or  to  the  retailer  at  home,  with 
the  more  confidence  may  they'  infift  u- 
pi>n  regular  payments ;  the  fooncr  may 
they  hope  to  have  their  orders  repeated. 
^I'o  this  let  me  add,  that  they  fpare  no 
expcnceto  enlarge  their  dealings.  They 
don’t  manufaClure  or  lay  in  a  (lock  of 
goods  to  lie  on  their  flielves  till  ffran- 
gers  accidentally  find  the  way  to  their 
wnrehoufes  :  they  di>n’t  fatisfy  tlicm- 
felves  with  advertifing  in  the  public  pa¬ 
pers,  that  fuch  a  one  in  fuch  a  Itrcct 
felU  broad  cloths  of  the  beft  kinds,  and 
at  the  lowed  pi  ices,  but  fend  their  fer- 
vants  with  patterns  of  llicir  goods  to  the 
remoted  corners  of  the  iiland,  w’here 
tiicy  take  orders,  and  receive  money. 
'Thus  they  become  (if  1  may  fo  fpcak) 
pcrfonally  acquainted  in  all  corners  of 
the  country;  they  gcquirc  a  general 
knowledge  of  the  characters  and  circum- 
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dances  of  thofe  who  deil  with  thierr,' 
and  confequcntly  are  qualified  to  judge 
when  it  may  be  proper  to  indulge  an 
honed  man,  though  his  payments  be 
flow,  and  when  to  pufli  one  of  a  rufpicl- 
0118  character.  WhCn  obliged  to  co'm- 
peund  a  debt,  from  their  knowledge  of 
the  in/blvent  perfon’s  character,  they 
can  cither  give  him  up,  or  indulge  him 
with  a  frclh  credit. 

1  have  been  often  hurt  by  thejlliber.-ii 
abufe  thrown  upon  Engliih  ridefs,  for 
no  caufe  earthly  b^  bccaufc  they  arc 
active  ill  the  fervicc  of  thofe  who' em¬ 
ploy  them.  “  They  drain  the  country 
of  its  calli.”  Very  true  :  But  whofe 
money  do  they  carry  olf?  Their  own. 
They  cannot  compel  us  to  drat  with 
them.  If  we  chufc  it,  wc  certainly 
ought  to  pay  for  the  goods  wc  had.  If 
our  pride  or  indolence  redrain  us  front 
manufacturing  our  own  apparel,  are  wc 
not  much  obliged  to  thofe  who  take  that 
drudgery  upon  them  ?  If  they  mud  ma¬ 
nage  the  greafy  wool  from  the  fleece  to 
the  lapping-prefs,  very  jud  it  is  that 
they  fiiould  reap  the  benefit  of  their 
long  labour.  Though  no  man  wiflitth 
better  to  the  ihtcreds  of  Scotland  than  I 
do,  I  wifli  them  only  to  l>e  pronf^oted 
upon  national  principles  and  probable 
views  of  fiiccefs.  If  the  public  in  gene¬ 
ral  fignify  its  intention  of  encouraging 
the  manufacture  of  broad  Cloths,  I  dioul <1 
think  the  manufacturer  had  little  to  fear, 
provided  only  that  he  can  fell  his  goods 
oil  a  par  with  the  Eoglifli  dealers,  and 
refolves  to  allow  the  lame  time,  and  to 
furnifh  them  at  the  fame  price  to  the' 
retailers.  In  trade,  as  in  every  thing 
elfe,  rafti  and  indigeded  plans  produce 
bad  effects.  As  they  generally  fail  or 
fuccefs,  they  naturally  prejudice  piii- 
dent  people  againd  fiiture  attempts,-  and 
thereoy  drengthen  the  evil  they  were 
meant  to  remove.  I  heartily  wilh, 
therefore,  that  every  obffacic  lo  the 
laiid.ihle  deflgn  of  introducing  the  ma- 
niifivCture  of  broad  cloth  among  us  ma^ 
be  fedatrly  confulered  ;  that  every  dif¬ 
ficulty  may  be  forefeeft  and  provided 
againfl  \  and,  alMtve  all,  that  none  but 
men  of  knowledge  and  probhy  tnay  at¬ 
tempt  to  put  it  in  execution.  Such  on¬ 
ly  merit  public  encouragement ;  for  of 
filch  only  may  the  country  liope  for 
credit  or  advantage.

tile  human  mind  evidenfty  have  certain 
limits  aliigned  them  by  the  great  Creator 
of  all :  The  fiMil  has  certain  bounds, 
beyond  which  her  faculties  cannot  foar  ; 
and  if  ihe  attempts- to  exert  herfelf  any 
farther,  file  is 'bevvildcred  in  impene¬ 
trable  obfciirily. 

'I'o  find  this  golden  mean — this  fum- 
mit  (»f  true  philolbphy,  and  here  to  reft 
latisfied,  is  the  genuine  charaderiftic  of 
a  liberal  and  noble  mind. — To  attempt 
to  plan  out  to  ourftlves  a  complete  fyf- 
tim  of  the  adminiftralion  of  t-be  iini- 

i  — to  endeavour  to  account  for  eve¬ 
ry  thing,  whether  within  the  reach  of 
our  faculties  or  not,  is  the  nnark  of  a 
weak  and  narrow  foul,  which  is  under 
the  guidance  of  falfe  philofophy.  A 
perfon  of  this  turn,  when  he  has  got 
bieh  a  fmattering  of  philofophy  as  is 
barely  futlicicnt  to  initiate  him  in  the 
wild  myfiejieii  of  hypothelis,  vainly 
thinks  that  no  difficulty  is  two  hard  for 
him  to  folvc.  Ilecoufidcis  true  philo¬ 
sophy  •'ts  A  fphere  too  confined  for  hie 
movements,  and  fallics  foith  with  exul¬ 
tation  into  the  inextricable  ma/es  of 
theory.  When  he  endeavotirs  to  ac¬ 
count  for  the  ways  of  Providence,  he 
finds  the  number  of  caufes,  which  we 
can  witl»  any  ceitalnty  trace,  by  far  tt>o 
tew  to  explain  the  fads  which  fall  under 
oiir  notice.  If  he  places  an  intelligent 
lleing  at  the  head  of  the  univerfe,  feve- 
ral  circumftances  occur  to  him  in  the 
adminifiration  of  Providence,  which,  to 
his  nan;ow  mind,  feem  to  arraign  infi¬ 
nite  wiidom  ; — fcveral  incidents  happen 
which  fi  em  to  controul  *thc  power,  or 
to  call  ill  quefVion  the  goodnefs  of  the 
Supreme  iUing.  This  hypothefis  -then 
he  reicvts,  and  in  place  of  a  wife,  intel¬ 
ligent  Being,  he  fuhftitutes  CJumct^  a 
capricious  btinjr,  the  iffiic  of  hU  own 
iii.*in,  and  no  where  cxifiing  iu  nature. 


The  irregularity  of  adlon,  aferibed  to 
this  imaginary  being,  he  reckons  fuffi- 
cient  U)  account  for  the  feeming  incon- 
lillencics  of  the  ways  of  God  ;  and  it^ 
tfortuitous  movements  he  holds  as  an 
adequate  ca life 'for  every  poffiblc  ctfifd. 
He  is  lb  da/zled  with  the  beauty  of  his 
theory,'that  he  is  blind  to  every  inftaiK  c 
■of  harmony  and  order  rn  the  univerfe ; 
much  lefs  does  he  think -of  accounting 
for  the  apparent  irregularities  of  nature, 
by  confulering  all — even  the  moll  unac¬ 
countable  events,  as  tciKling  to  promote 
the  final  intereft  of  the  whole.

Catley,  wlio 
is  generally  good-natured  enough  not  to 
refufe  any  act  of  charity  (though  in  the 
prefent  cafe  ilie  found,  from  the  variety 
of  her  engagements,  ihe  could  not  com¬ 
ply),  pretended  to  luulerftand  him  in  a 
dirt’erent  light,  and  in  confcqiiencc  wrote 
him  the  following  note,  which  foon 
found  its  way  into  molt  of  the  falhion- 
ablc  all'emblics  in  town  ; 

“  Mifs  C -  prefents  licr  compli¬ 
ments  to  (lean  B - ^  and  acquaints  him, 

from  the  nature  of  her  pwefent  coimec- 
tion,  Ihe  cannot  (agreeable  to  his  re¬ 
quell)  give  the  dean  a  night  :  She  begs 
le.ivc,  at  tlie  fame  time,  to  acquaint  him^ 
ihould  this  couneftion  l>c  dillblvcd,  Ihe 
does  not  know  any  geiUlcman  of  the 
cloth  (lie  would  fooner  indulge ;  hut 
hopes  tlvat  decency  will  prevent  the 
dean  from  fixing  on  a  public  garden  for 
the  rendezvous.*'

The  judge  found,  that  the  panel 
was  not  an  objedl  of  punilhmcDt ;  and, 
therefore,  aflbilxied  V\m  fimplicHer :  But 
ordained  him  to  be  carried  back  to  pri- 
fon,  till  his  friends  fliould  find  fecurity 
to  take  the  cuftody  of  his  perfon,  and 
place  him  under  fuch  confinement,  that 
he  may  be  prevented  from  committing 
other  crimes  or  outrages  in  timccomtng.”

Yefterday  was  committed  to  the  tol- 
booth,  by  warrant  of  the  (herifl^,  Robert 
Macmichen,  gardener  to  Mr  Allan  of 
Bedford,  on  fufpicion  of  being  guilty  of, 
or  accclfory  to,  the  fcvcral  robbcric* 
which  have  of  late  been  committed  in* 
the  neighbourhood  of  this  city  (  and 
particularly  for  a  robbery  committed  u- 
pon  Mr  Adam  Innes  at  Bonetia,  on  tlic 
evening  of  Wednefday  the  Sth  ult. 

Same  day,  Thomas  Clegg,  a  deferter 
from  the  70th  regiment,  .at  prefent  fla- 
tioned  in  the  Caltle  of  Edinburgh,  was 
committed  to  the  tolbooth,  by  warrant 
of  the  fherift,  like  wife  on  rnfptcion  of 
being  concerned  in  thefe  robberies,  prr- 
ticularly  the  one  committed  near  Lib- 
berton  on  Wedurfday  evening  the  aftlh 
lilt.  When  Clegg  was  fitft  examined,  he 
informed  the  ihrriti'  that  he  Itadbeen  in 
company  with  a  young  man,  alfo  a  dc- 
fciter,  who  had  acknowicdgcil  to  him, 
that  he  was  the  perlbn  guilty  of  the  a- 
bove  robbery,  and  ftiewed’^hiio  -Uit 
watch  he  had  taken  ou  the  abovV  oica- 
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lion.  This  walch  Clegg  defcribed ; 
U’hicli  anl\vcring  pretty  nearly  wit !i  the 
detenption  given  liy  the  gentleman  him- 
feir,  the  ll.eiitr,  with  his  wonted  a<Jlivity 
And  regard  tor  the  ptdiee  of  the  county, 
immediately  difpatched  Clegg,  under 
the  charge  of  fomc  foldiers,  and  one  of 
his  own  officers,  in  a  pofl-chaife  and 
four,  to  Hawick,  in  onier  to  apprehend 
the  deferter  informed  againfl,  Clegg  ha¬ 
ving  told  he  was  gone  there  to  Ice  his 
friends.  I'hc  young  man  was  accor¬ 
dingly  there  apprehended,  and  brought 
to  town  early  Tuefday  morning.  Upon 
Ins  examination,  liowever,  no  fnfpieiotis 
ciirumllanees  came  out  againft  him  ; 
hut,  ofi  the  contrary,  there  appeared 
rcalbn  to  fufpe^t  that  Clegg  himfelf  was 
the  guilty  perftm. 

Kotwithllanding  the  Arong  fufpicions 
whieh  appeared  againft  thcle  two  men 
of  their  having  committed,  or  been  ac- 
ecTary  to,  the  late  robberies  which  have 
happened  about  this  phacc,  yet  we  are 
.allured,  from  the  very  beft  autliority, 
there  is  rcafon  to  Ihfpect,  that  thefe 
robberies  n\ay  have  been  committed  by 
others,  and  on  that  account  the  IheriH', 
with  hlw  nlunl  vigilance,  is  carrying  on 
farther  fti  idt  inquiiies  thereanent.
